When he first signted it, the object seemed to hover. "A Little vit 
later it took off toward the northwest end wren it got over by tne 
Godahl tower, it stopped asain and then star ‘sed toward the scuthwest. 
It made a big arc and seemed to be traveling faster and closer to tae 
ground ,' he said. It: was then he called the communications center, 


Patrolman Benson headed for tne north Pate ‘of St. James and while 
out near Sonny's Supper club he snotted it. Tande related that Benson 
exclaimed, "Holy smoxe, that thing's just oa sitting on the ground.":
